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receive the other End of the Knife d; and the folid fquare Part 
thereof, iklm^ is to be fiften'd in the Groove that is under it, 
by two Iron-plates a a, ee, under which it muff run in the laid 
Groove, lb as that it may be flipp'd out from under it, and laid 
by, when the Engine is notufed j at which Time alio the Piece 
at the other End may be unlcrew'd and laid up. 

The two long Squares upon one End of the Block, in Fig. r. 
t/3. 5. 6. 7. 8. are two Iron-plates to be faften'd, where the 
Knife, moving in a tit Cavity, is to cut the bruifed Stuff between 
them. And of thele Plates that, which lies next the End, is to be 
laid a little lower, the Block being there pared accordingly, 
that fo the Stuff may tall off from the End of the Engine the 
quicker, as your left Hand furnifhes the Knife with the bruifed 
Materials, whilft the right Harjd is cutting them. 

Let the hollow Place, s where the Knife cuts, be, as near as 
may be, fo big only, that the Knife may eafily fall ;ind,rife ; and 
let the Block be hollow'd under the cutting Hole, and floped off 
at that End, for the Stuff to fall off as the Knife cuts it. 

An Extra ft of a Letter of Mr. Martin Lifter concerning the fir ft 
Fart of his Tables of Snails, together with fome Qiuvre's rela- 
ting to thofe bifetts^ and the Tables themfehes ; fent to the Pub- 
lijhcr from York, March 12. 1673. 

I Herewith fend you the firfl Part of our Tables of Snails , and^ 
fome Qff<£re*s upon that Subjeft,- alio the lively Figure of 
each Shell for II Inflation, done by Mr. Lodge. I referve by me 
the Sea-Jhelb and Rock-fioncs. That Part, I fend you at prefent, 
being at a Stand with me, thofe other increafe upon my Hands 
daily. ; which though that be not a Sign of Perfection (for there 
is undoubted Work for many Ages,) yet is of good Advance- 
ment and Progrefs; this other of the Copioufnefs of the Subjeft. 
Again, in that Part ok the Tables, you have from me, Authors are 
very little concern d ; in the other of Sea-pells and Stone-like 
Shells there are many Authors, which are to be confuited^and 
taken in, if polfible we can underfland them treating of the fame 
Species. As for Rock-jhells in particular, they come in to me in 
greater Numbers, than I could ever have imagined. And I can af- 
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fine you, that of near ,30 Specie?, I have now by me, found in 
this County alone, not any one can be (ampied by any Sea^ 
Frejk-Water or LW-Snail, that I have, or ever faw. So that 
you fee, I haveftill good Reafon to doubt of their Original, 
befides many other Arguments that my Obfervations about 
FofJiU do afford, and which you may poffibly one Day fee. 
And that them are the elegant Reprefentatians of even Bi- 
<vafoe-foelh, which never owed their Original to any Animal, I 
can demonftrate j and think 'none, that hath, confiderfecl. the 
Thing with me, yet hath denyed : Of which- hereafter.. But 
whether all be fo or no, I choofe this Method, as the moft 
convincing, viz. to give a comparative , View.
